The Morgan County Board of Edu- 
cation christened the newly constructed 
Morgan Central Elementary School at 
Greear during a special dedication cer- 
emony at the facility on Friday, Sept. 28. 

Superintendent of Schools Joe Dan 
Gold welcomed guests and introduced 
Morgan Central Principal Janea Chaney 
following a national anthem perfor- 
mance by the Morgan County High 
School band and an invocation by local 
minister Rick Pelfrey. 

“I feel fortunate to work here at Mor- 
gan Central,” Chaney said. “Every em- 
ployee strives to provide quality educa- 
tion for the students. The students, fac- 



ulty and staff are lucky to be integral 
parts of this school.” 

Chaney also commended school em- 
ployees on preparing the building for its 
Aug. 9 opening. 

“Our faculty and staff did a great job 
this summer readying the school,” 
Chaney said. “Everything began on 
time, and everyone was on task. It was 
a successful opening, and I would like 
to thank everyone for their extra effort.” 

State Rep. John Will Stacy, who Su- 
perintendent Gold said secured $4 mil- 
lion in funds for the school’s construc- 
tion, also addressed the audience about 
the importance of education. 

“We are here to dedicate a building 



that will help kids succeed in life’s eco- 
nomic struggle,” Stacy said. “This fa- 
cility is part of a larger goal to build a 
better society through education. In ad- 
dition to building the economy, it is im- 
perative to raise better citizens. 

“Morgan County has shown its eye 
is on the future. We have overcome 
many obstacles in the past, and we have 
the building blocks to a better commu- 
nity.

Festival best in many 
years; attendance is 
estimated at 30,000

The 37th Annual Morgan County 
Sorghum Festival was blessed with per- 
fect fall weather as approximately 
30,000 people thronged the streets, with 
many food vendors selling out their tasty 
offerings by Saturday evening. 

This year’s festival, themed “Happy 
100th Birthday Morgan County Court- 
house,” encompassed several new 
events and features including a lawn dis- 
play contest and the world’s largest sor- 
ghum jug built by Morgan County Area 
Technology Center students. 

Lawn display contest winners were 
Patty Barker Griffin, of 7756 Hwy. 191, 
first place; Amber and Mike Day, of 
3541 Liberty Rd., second place; and 
David Earl May, of 363 Prestonsburg St., 
third place. 

Saturday’s traditional Sorghum Pa- 
rade featured four bands and a bevy of 
colorful and creative floats carrying out 
this year’s “Law and Justice” theme en- 
tered by community groups, businesses 

Vandalism and 
two thefts mar 
Festival wkend. 

The West Liberty Police Department 
reported orderly crowds and few traffic 
problems during last weekend’s Sor- 
ghum Festival. However, two acts of 
local vandalism and two thefts were re- 
ported from crafts booths on Main 
Street. 

Police said vandals kicked the doors 
in at the new concession stand located 
beside the tennis courts at Kiwanis Park 
and thieves took bottles of Gatorade and 
bottled water. The incident occurred 
sometime Saturday night.

Morgan County Judge Executive and 
Sorghum Festival Committee Chairman 
Tim Conley said approximately 200 
units participated in the parade. 

“This was one of the biggest festival 
parades in recent memory,” Conley said. 
“I estimate about 8,000-10,000 lined the 
streets for the parade. It reminded me of 
festivals in the 1980s and early 1990s 
when attendance was considerably 
higher.” 

Conley also said local EMS workers 
responded to an emergency call along 
the parade route without incident. 

Float winners were Lacy Creek 
Church of Christ, first place; Blackwa- 
ter Volunteer Fire Department, second 
place; and Ezel Girl Scouts, third place. 

This year’s entertainment included 
the U.S. Marine Corps Band, of Albany, 
Ga., and the General Michael Collins 
Memorial Bagpipe Band, of Lexington, 
both of which participated in the parade 
and performed later that afternoon. 

Festival goers also enjoyed hand- 
made crafts and homemade foods from 
local and out-of-state artists and ven- 
dors. 

“All of the crafters said the Sorghum 
Festival is one of the best festivals in 
the state,” Conley said. “They were very 
appreciative of the local people and their 
kindness; many of them have already 
said they will be back next year.” 

Conley also said many Morgan 
Countians were pleased with this year’s 
event. 

“This has been one of the best Sor- 
ghum Festivals in years,” Conley said. 
“People enjoyed the parade, as well as 
the entertainment on the square near the 
big tent. God smiled down on us with 
beautiful weather, and it was a great time 
for Morgan County.” 

Morgan County High School students 
also crowned junior Leslie Eagle 2007 
Sorghum Queen during Sorghum Bowl 
halftime Friday night.

Nine local nurses 
participating in 
ARH union strike 

Hospitals in Kentucky, 

W. Virginia permanently 
replacing strikers 
By Miranda Cantrell James 

Appalachian Regional 
Healthcare hospitals are perma- 
nently replacing striking regis- 
tered nurses after contract nego- 
tiations between ARH and Ken- 
tucky and West Virginia Nurses 
Association representatives 
failed. 

Approximately 650 nurses at 
seven Eastern Kentucky and two 
West Virginia ARH hospitals 
went on strike early Monday 
morning demanding better ben- 
efits and staffing, with nine local 
nurses participating in the protest. 

ARH offered its final contract 
proposal on Sept. 26 including an 
initial 2 percent pay raise that 
would increase to 3 percent over 
four years, and flexible schedules 
allowing nurses to chose either 
10- or 12-hour shifts. 

KNA/WVNA nurses refused 
the proposal due to reduced holi- 
day pay and increased insurance 
premiums. They also demanded 
better medical benefits and addi- 
tional staffing to offset manda- 
tory overtime. 

ARH spokesperson Candace 
Elkins said there are no plans for 
negotiations to resume.

cycle, and schools will receive 
the average of two years worth 
of scores. 

This year and next, schools 
will receive two scores for the 
test. One is a raw, or unadjusted 
score that can be used to see how 
far the school is from the state- 
wide goal for every school to 
reach 100 by 2014. The other is 
an adjusted score that can be used 
to compare this year’s scores to 
previous years’. 

Statewide, the number of 
schools scoring between 90 and 
99 between 2006 and 2007 went 
up 35 percent. The number of 
schools that scored 100 or better 
went up nearly 50 percent, and 
the number of schools that scored 
less than 60 decreased 63 per- 
cent. 

The CATS assessment for 
Morgan’s seven schools is shown 
at top of this article at left.

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Schools released 

Two Morgan County schools 
were among 95 statewide scor- 
ing 100 or better on their adjusted 
2007 scores on the Common- 
wealth Accountability Testing 
System tests (CATS). 

The test results released this 
week show that Ezel 
Elementary’s adjusted 2007 
score was 104.7 and Cannel 
City’s adjusted 2007 score was 
108.8. 

Also posting notable adjusted 
scores for 2007 were West Lib- 
erty Elementary (93.0) and 
Wrigley Elementary (99.8). 

CATS scores are calculated by 
combining student scores on state 
tests that cover seven subject ar- 
eas, national tests and non-aca- 
demic data, including attendance 
and dropout rates. Schools are 
judged every two years accord- 
ing to progress made, and they 
receive state assistance if they 
don’t meet biennial goals. This

One of Kentucky’s greatest 
frontiersmen will step out of 
Daniel Boone’s shadow and live 
again when Kentucky 
Chautauqua presents Mel Hankla

Simon Kenton, thinking he 
had killed another boy in a fight 
over a girl, fled west from Vir- 
ginia at the age of 16.

What is Influenza? 

The flu is a contagious respi- 
ratory illness caused by influenza 
viruses. It can cause mild to se- 
vere illness. Every year in the 
U.S., on average 5% to 20% of 
the population gets the flu. More 
than 200,000 people are hospital- 
ized from flu complications and 
about 36,000 people die of the 
flu. 

The flu virus spreads mainly 
from person to person through 
coughing or sneezing. Most 
healthy adults may be able to in- 
fect others beginning one day 
before symptoms develop and up 
to five days after becoming sick. 
That means that a person may be 
able to pass on the flu to some- 
one else before they know they 
are sick. 

The flu is easily preventable 
by getting a flu vaccination each 
year. The best time to get the flu 
shot is between October and No- 
vember every year. Anyone who 
wants to reduce their chances of 
getting the flu, can get vacci- 
nated. However, certain people 
should get vaccinated each year 
because they are at high risk of 
having serious flu related com- 
plications or because they live 
with or care for high risk persons. 
People at high risk for complica- 
tions include people age 50 or 
older; those who have chronic 
medical conditions; people resid- 
ing in a Long Term Care Facil- 
ity; children 6 months to age 5, 
and pregnant women. 

For those receiving Medicare 
benefits, Medicare will cover the 
cost of the flu vaccination once 
per flu season. Medicare covers 
a wide range of preventive ser- 
vices. For a list of those services

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Dry fall brings increased 



deer hazard on roadways 



FRANKFORT, Ky. — Motor- 
ists on Kentucky roadways face 
special hazards from October 
through December as mating sea- 
son brings a dramatic increase in 
the movement of deer through- 
out the state. Lack of rainfall is 
adding to the danger this year as 
deer are forced to seek new 
sources of water. These two fac- 
tors are increasing the potential 
for car-deer collisions say Ken- 
tucky State Police officials and 
they’re advising motorists to take 
extra precautions during this time 
period. 

“Last year there were 2,928 
deer-related collisions on 
Kentucky’s public roads resulting 
in one fatality and 180 people 
injured,” says Kentucky State 
Police Commissioner Jack 
Adams. “Almost 50 percent of 
those collisions occurred during 
the October through December 
period. As of Aug. 3 1 , there have 
been 1,370 deer strikes on the

state’s public roads in 2007 re- 
sulting in one fatality and 66 
people injured.” 

“I urge all motorists to be ex- 
tremely alert for this hazard on 
rural roads as well as in subur- 
ban neighborhoods,” he adds. 
“People tend to underestimate the 
severity of collisions with deer. 
The amount of damage even a 
small deer can do to a moving 
vehicle is shocking. If the vehicle 
is a motorcycle, the odds are even 
higher that both the operator and 
deer will be seriously injured or 



killed.” 

The Kentucky State Police 
suggests that motorists follow 
these defensive driving tips to 
help avoid hitting a deer: 

•Be extra cautious in the early 
morning and evening hours. Deer 
are most active during these low- 
light periods when humans see 
worst and reaction time is slow. 

•If you see one deer, look for 
more. They often travel in herds. 

•Drive at a moderate speed, 
especially on roads bordering 
woodlands, parklands, golf 
courses and streams. However, 
remember that many deer crashes 
occur on busy highways near cit- 
ies. 

•Use high beam headlights if 



there is no oncoming traffic. High 
beams will reflect in the eyes of 
deer on or near the roadway, pro- 
viding increased driver reaction 
time. 

•Upon seeing a deer, immedi- 
ately slow down. Do not 
swerve — this could confuse the 
deer about where to run. It could 
also cause you to lose control of 
your vehicle. It is generally safer 
to hit the deer than leave your 
lane, risking injury to passengers 
and other motorists. 

•Deer are often unpredictable, 
especially when faced with blind- 
ing headlights, loud horns and 
fast-moving vehicles. Don’t ex- 
pect them to stay where they are. 
They can dart in front of you at 



the last moment, stop in the 
middle of the road, cross quickly 
and return to the road or even 
move toward an approaching ve- 
hicle. 

•Deer whistles on cars provide 
little help and blowing the car 
horn doesn’t always solve the 
problem. Blowing the horn may 
cause them to move, but not nec- 
essarily in the direction you want. 

•If the deer stays on the road, 
stop, put on your hazard lights 
and wait for it to leave the road- 
way. Do not try to go around the 
deer while it is on the road. 

•Always wear your safety belt. 
Historically, most people injured 
or killed in deer/auto collisions 
were not properly restrained. 



“When it comes to deer, whether 
you’re traveling on rural roads or 
urban highways, anything is pos- 
sible,” notes Adams. “The best 
advice is to stay alert and slow 
down.”

$1.5 million in fed. 
LIHEAP funding 

FRANKFORT, Ky., Sept. 28 
- Governor Ernie Fletcher today 
announced that $1.5 million in 
federal funding has been released 
to Kentucky to help low-income 
families pay for home heating. 

“It’s not too early to prepare 
for the colder months, and this 
funding will ensure that the fami- 
lies who need help paying their 
utility bills will have it when win- 
ter arrives,” Governor Fletcher 
said. 

The federal government re- 
leased $131 million for states’ 
Low Income Home Energy As- 
sistance Programs (LIHEAP). 
The Cabinet for Health and Fam- 
ily Services administers the pro- 



gram in Kentucky through a con- 
tract with the Kentucky Associa- 
tion for Community Action 
(KACA). Benefits are disbursed 
through local Community Action 
Agency (CAA) offices. 

“The federal government rec- 
ognizes the importance of pro- 
viding families with a basic re- 
source like home energy,” Gov- 
ernor Fletcher said. “Our admin- 
istrators do a wonderful job of 
ensuring that the eligible house- 
holds that can benefit most - se- 
niors, the disabled and families 
with young children - are encour- 
aged to take advantage of it.”

The Morgan County Fiscal 
Court will hold a public hearing 
on October 10, 2007, at 7:00 a.m. 
at the Morgan County Court- 
house for the purpose of obtain- 
ing comments from the public 
regarding the proposed tax rate. 

The tax rate levied last year 
was 5.5 and produced revenues 
in the amount of $130,953.

McCoy gains 114 yards, 4 TD’s; Litterl scores Morgan’s 
lone TD as Morgan falls, 47-6

Justin McCoy rushed for a 
game-high 114 yards and four

SEC Takes 
Notice 

The dream season continues for 
Kentucky football. With last 
Saturday’s 45-17 win over Florida 
Atlantic, the Wildcats improved to 
5-0, including 1-0 in Southeastern 
Conference play. Kentucky now 
holds a #8 ranking in the Associated 
Press Poll — one spot ahead of de- 
fending national champion Florida. 
The Cats have won 10 of their last 
11 games, having not lost in more 
than 10 months (November 25 vs. 
Tennessee). 

Quarterback Andre’ Woodson 
continues to be a legitimate Heisman 
Trophy candidate. The senior threw 
for another 301 yards and a career- 
high five touchdowns against the 
Owls. And despite being intercepted 
for the first time in 325 pass at- 
tempts, Woodson was again nomi- 
nated for AT&T’s National Player of 
the Week honors. He won the same 
award following UK’s memorable 
upset of Louisville. ESPN.com de- 
scribed Woodson’s performance 
against Florida Atlantic as one that 
“added to his Heisman resume.” 

Kentucky’s early success has the 
SEC taking notice. Before the sea- 
son started, I predicted the Cats to 
finish 7-5. And considering their 
brutal schedule, even that appeared 
somewhat of a stretch. I anticipated 
Kentucky losing to both Louisville 
and Arkansas, as well as LSU, 
Florida and Georgia. Obviously, I 
was wrong (and I’m not complain- 
ing). Right now, an 8-4 record ap- 
pears to be very realistic, while 9-3 
is certainly not out of the question. 
Anything above nine wins should 
put UK in the SEC championship 
game and a possible BCS bowl. 

The Wildcats have outscored 
their opponents by 123 points, while 
averaging 47 points per game. 
Woodson has thrown for 1,309 yards 
and 16 touchdowns, completing 67 
percent of his passes. Keenan Bur- 
ton and Stevie Johnson have com- 
bined for well over 700 receiving 
yards and nine touchdowns. Rafael 
Little is averaging more than 100 
rushing yards a game and has found 
the end zone three times. 

Defensively, the Cats aren’t 
spectacular, but they’ve been ad- 
equate. The Cats are giving up only 
22 points per game and have forced 
as many turnovers (14) as they’ve 
surrendered touchdowns. In all, 
seven different Wildcats have col- 
lected interceptions and linebacker 
Wesley Woodyard continues to lead 
the SEC in tackles, averaging 12 a 
game. 

It’s been a storybook season that 
could get even better. Kentucky’s 
biggest game of the season is slated 
for next weekend when the Cats host 
the nation’s top-ranked team, LSU. 
If you think the win over Louisville 
was big, imagine what a victory like 
that could do for the program. At 
least we know there’s a fighting 
chance. 
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Woman’s Club welcomes guest 
speaker Dr. Noelle N’Diaye

On Thursday, Sept. 20, the 
GFWC Kentucky Woman’s Club 
was pleased to welcome Dr. 
Noelle N’Diaye as a guest 
speaker for the meeting’s topic of 
“United Nations.” Dr. N’Diaye 
spoke on topics pertinent to 
women across the world and what 
we, as citizens of the United 
States, could do to advance the 
status of women. 

“So often, places like Afghani- 
stan or Sudan seem a world apart 
from our everyday lives of rela- 
tive security and ease,” Dr. 
N’Diaye said. “The suffering that 
women endure in many places in 
the world is real and we can help 
by giving our time and our re- 
sources through organizations 
like UNIFEM.” 

UNIFEM is a program of the 
United Nations. It is the United 
Nations Development Fund for 
Women. UNIFEM’s four main 
priorities are understanding the 
effects of conflict on women, pro- 
moting women’s reproductive 
health, promoting peace pro- 



cesses that involve women, and 
improving protection for reduc- 
ing violence against women. 

“It’s important for people in 
our region to be active in humani- 
tarian causes, because there are 
no borders anymore,” Dr. 
N’Diaye said. “What affects 
women in one part of the world 
affects women everywhere.” 

It is easier than one might 
think to get involved. An indi- 
vidual can work with UNIFEM 
to provide education for a woman 
or girl; an individual can donate 
to WorldVision, which is a won- 
derful Christian-based charity 
that provides assistance in many 
parts of the world, and thanks to 
the website allows for even the 
smallest donation to have a vis- 
ible, detailed effect. 

“I have a profound desire to 
help advance understanding of 
the roles that individuals can play 
in achieving a just society,” Dr. 
N’Diaye said. 

Kiva is also an organization 
that allows for ordinary citizens 
in any income range to provide a 
very small loan to be repaid to an 



individual in another country for 
the purpose of making them- 
selves economically indepen- 
dent. In today’s technological 
world, boundaries we encounter 
are usually those that we erect for 
ourselves. Borders are beginning 
to disappear with this “informa- 
tion surge” and basically, what 
we want to know, we can learn. 

“I believe individuals can 
make a difference,” Dr. N’Diaye 
said. 

Dr. N’Diaye and her husband, 
Ibrahim, are both professors at 
Morehead State University. 
Noelle received her undergradu- 
ate and masters at Ohio Univer- 
sity in Athens, Ohio, most re- 
cently followed by her doctorate 
at West Virginia University. 
Shortly after she received her 
doctorate, her family received 
one more blessing: Noelle gave 
birth on Aug. 27 to a beautiful 
baby girl, Maayimuna Nyeeleni, 
whose name means “brightness” 
or “moonlight” and “woman of 
purpose.” 

“I hope she follows that des- 
tiny,” Dr. N’Diaye said. 



FB takes steps 
to help allay 
hay shortages 

Kentucky Farm Bureau is 
moving on a number of fronts to 
help the state’s livestock produc- 
ers deal with drought- damaged 
pastures and hay shortages, and 
to avert the possibility of large- 
scale cattle herd liquidations be- 
fore the fall and winter months. 

With hay prices soaring and 
rainfall totals far into deficit 
numbers, Farm Bureau has 
opened a section of its web site 
to help distribute alternative live- 
stock nutrition guidance, as well 
as a listing of feed supply stores 
across the state to help farmers 
find the necessary stocks. 

The feeding guidance, com- 
piled by University of Kentucky 
livestock extension specialists 
Dr. John Johns and Kenny 
Burdine, suggests that cattle pro- 
ducers adapt their winter feeding 
practices to the reality that good 
quality hay, which is normally 
the wintertime feed of choice for 



most beef producers, may well 
be unavailable, or at least ex- 
tremely expensive, this year. 

Instead, UK says that farm- 
ers should consider switching to 
grain-based feeds or other alter- 
native supplies to get their cattle 
herds through the cold-weather 
months. 

To further assist in the search 
for feed alternatives, Farm Bu- 
reau is compiling lists of suppli- 
ers from national agribusiness 
firms, regional cooperatives and 
smaller local grain and feed deal- 
ers. Those lists will be added to 
the web site as they become 
available. 

Given the severity of feed 
shortages facing Kentucky farm- 
ers, Farm Bureau is helping ex- 
tension officials circulate the 
new UK guidance to as many 
farmers as possible, using all 
available means. 

In addition to its web site, 
Farm Bureau is also handing out 
printed copies at county board 
meetings, and is taking part in 
local and regional field days to 
quickly contact producers in all 
parts of Kentucky. 



These new efforts to help pro- 
ducers with the ravages of this 
summer’s drought follow Farm 
Bureau’s request last week that 
U.S. Secretary of Agriculture 
Mike Johanns include Kentucky 
in a disaster declaration. The or- 
ganization also has requested that 
USD A, Gov. Ernie Fletcher and 
Kentucky’s Congressional Del- 
egation look for ways to provide 
immediate direct financial assis- 
tance to farmers. 

KFB President Marshall 
Coyle said helping farmers sur- 
vive this year’s drought has both 
short and long-term implications 
for Kentucky’s ag economy. 

“We’ve invested consider- 
able money and effort in expand- 
ing our livestock production ca- 
pacity in recent years to help off- 
set losses in tobacco income,” 
Coyle said. 

“It’s imperative that our hard- 
earned progress not be derailed 
by this year’s tough weather 
trends. We will do everything we 
can to help farmers get through 
this disaster and keep our live- 
stock sector growing into the fu- 
ture.” 
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Late freeze, long drought 
poses challenges for wildlife 



Kentuckians who live in rural 
and suburban areas shouldn’t be 
surprised if they see more deer, 
raccoons and possibly black 
bears closer than usual to their 
homes, a University of Kentucky 
wildlife expert says. 

“People may see animals, nui- 
sance-type critters, that are 
searching for food,” said Tom 
Barnes, a professor in UK’s De- 
partment of Forestry. 

“Kentucky’s wildlife faced a 
double whammy this year. The 
late freeze we had in April has 
affected food supplies that would 
be available this fall, and that was 
compounded by the drought con- 
ditions we’ve had,” Barnes said. 

These factors mean trees are 
producing fewer acorns and nuts, 
and berry bushes are not as pro- 
ductive. 

“If you don’t have a lot of 
acorns and blackberries in the 
woods, you may see more black 
bears coming into suburban ar- 
eas to forage,” Barnes said. 
“You’ll also see more elk feed- 
ing on hay in farm pastures.” 

“As the season progresses, we 
may see wildlife become more 
and more stressed,” Barnes said. 

This means homeowners may 
want to be more diligent about 
discouraging animals by not pro- 
viding them with food sources 
around homes. 

“Make sure you don’t leave 
trash out for long periods. Cover 
your garbage and make sure lids 
are tight on trash cans. Don’t 
leave food out,” Barnes cau- 
tioned. 

He said hikers probably won’t 
experience problems as they ven- 
ture into the woods this fall. 

The drought already is taking 
a toll on Kentucky’s deer popu- 
lation, he said. 



“We found some pretty bad 
outbreaks of blue tongue and epi- 
zootic hemorrhagic disease, - 
many, many, many cases from all 
over the state,” Barnes said. The 
diseases are spread by mite and 
insect bites, and have increased 
in deer already weakened by the 
drought. 

“Down by Buckhorn Fake, 
they’ve told us they’re picking up 



a deer carcass a day,” he said. 

The diseases leave the deer 
listless and without appetites. In 
the instance of blue tongue, the 
deer often lose their fear of man, 
showing a disinclination to flee 
a person’s presence as they usu- 
ally would. Infected deer usually 
die within eight to ten days of 
showing symptoms. 

The diseases are not transfer- 
able to humans. 

There’s only one thing to do 
in the current situation: wait, and 
let nature bring rain and relief. 
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
